In accordance with 37 CFR § 1 .98(a)(3), the following concise explanation of the relevance 
of each listed reference that is not in the English language and unaccompanied by a translation into 
English is provided. 

Japanese Patent No. JP2Q002709Q3 : PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a leg 
exercising shoe with which any one can exercise his/her leg safely without noise regardless of age 
and sex, at any place by providing the bottom of the shoe with a hollow part, which has an opening 
into which a weight is inserted, and the opening is provided with an adhesive tape. SOLUTION: A 
rectangular hollow part into which a rectangular weight is inserted is provided at a bottom inside of a 
shoe. The rectangular hollow part is provided with a rectangular opening into which the rectangular 
weight is inserted. The rectangular opening is provided with an adhesive tape fixing the rectangular 
weight. To use this shoe, open the adhesive tape attached to the rectangular opening, insert the 
rectangular weight into the rectangular hollow part, close the adhesive tape, and wear the shoe. This 
shoe is similar to an ordinary shoe in appearance, and a person wearing this shoe can exercise his/her 
legs while walking. 

Korean Registration No. 20-285245 : refers to a sport shoe for enhancing physical strength, in 
which a number of PVC pipes are placed within a mid sole of the shoe and metal bars are detachably 
inserted into the PVC pipes in order to apply weight to the shoe while allowing the weight of the 
shoe to be adjusted. A wearer can use the shoe to enhance physical strength. Describing the 
construction of the sport shoe for enhancing physical strength, the sport shoe comprise an upper 26, 
an insole 1 0, and a mid sole 1 6 having an internal space 1 7, sponges 1 2 and 14 arranged between the 
insole 10 and the mid sole 16, PVC pipes 20 placed in the space 17 at a predetermined interval, and 
metal bars 18b detachably inserted into the PVC pipes 20. 

Korean Patent No. 02-57917 : refers to a shoe for adjusting the weight of the shoe, in which a 
cartridge 31 for adjusting the weight of the shoe is inserted into the shoe sole or replaced with 
another one so that the weight of the shoe can be adjusted. Describing the construction of the shoe, 
the shoe comprises a passage formed in the shoe and a cartridge inserted into the passage, in which 
the cartridge is inserted into the shoe sole or replaced with another one to adjust the weight of the 
shoe.
